Aluminum as a Conductor.

Aluminum is to have an impor-
tant trial as a commercial conduct-
or of electricity on the Northwest-
ern elevated railroad. Twenty
miles of inch and a half cables are
to be strung to convey the motive
power to the trolley rails. Alumi-
num displaces copper on the new
road because of its cheapness. Cop
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per almost doubled in price within
a twelvemonth, while the lighter
metal has dropped a shade in the
scale. James R. Chapman, the
electrial engineer in charge of the
new road, says : "After copper, al-

uminum is far the best conductor
among the cheaper metals. An
aluminum wire has the additional
advantages of being lighter to han-
dle and of beingnon-corrosive.- "
